| Judge Davis Imposes $1000 Fines

The policy of severe penalties for 

‘violators of liquor laws, an-

Judge Davis, was exemplified again 


today when he fined Dominico 
Finochio $1000 and sentenced him 
to a year in Federal penitentiary, 
later assessing a $140 fine against 
Floyd Bush, saloonkeeper at 3231

|auxiliaries are moving in majestic 
alignment as one unit under the 
four-star flag of Admiral Robert 
E, Coontz, commander in chief. 

| <At dawn yesterday these sen 
fighters completed one of the most 
| Spectacular maneuver problems in 
| the history of the Pacific, a prot - 
lem which after two weeks of 
cruising culminated tn a nine-hour 
‘night “battle.” 

Major interest centered In the 
performance of a dozen S-type 300- 
foot submarines which complete: 
a 2400-mile dash from the Panama 
Canal under battle conditions ain 
effectively penetrated the lines «of 
the great invading black fleet. 

The battleship and light cruisers 


divisions will proceed from San 


Diego to San Pedro, Monday morn- 
ing, preparatory te the biggest na- 
val gunnery shoot of the year on 
March 25, in which all the battic- 
ships fire salvos at targets, wit!

T IS of no use to punish your 
boy for fighting, because it is not 
him from the fray

when temptation comes, 
over, it is unwise to forbid h'm te 
fight, because you would thus re- 
press an instinct strong with'n him 
—and that is always dangerous. 

But there is much you can do 
to safeguard him. First, you can 
have him taught boxing. He will 
then, even if not strong, learn to 
defend himself should other boys 
“pick on” him. 

Secondly, you can make him re- 
alize that he falls low in every- 
body’s regard if he starts a fight 
with boys smalier than himself. 
You can show him how péeopie de- 
spise the bully. 

Thirdly, you can make ita point 
to hold up the ideals of fair play 
before him; not by preaching, but 
by pertinent remarks. 

Fourthly, you can always com- 
ment on the futility of fights. 
Whenever your boy tells you of a 
first battle ask him what the fight 
proved except that the victor was 
physically stronger. 

As he grows older, if he shows 
he is one of those in whom the 
fighting instinct is particularly 
stromz, you can meet it far better 
by directing its expression into the 
right channels than by trying to 
down it. 

As he enters school where com- 
petitive games are played you can 
encourage his taking part, try to 
help him “make” the team. He will 
thus learn the best in connection 
with fighting, namely to enter a 
struggie not for his own gain, but 
for his school’s honor. 

These class or school fights, 
moreover, are games, and the idea 
of play is inherent in them. Thus 
the cruelty and desire to inflict 
rain is thereafter disassociated 
with the idea of fighting in his 
mind and replaced by the sugges- 
tion of friendly rivalry. 

You cannot repress the fightinz 
instinct of your son when he's 
young. But you can so direct it 
that it will,not become odrutish. 
Arid if you accept it as inevitable, 
but fail to giorify it, he will come 
to realize that you rank other in- 
stincts higher.
